Veto Message Says Compul­ 
sory Religion Not To 
Be Preferred 


Columbus, April 30.—vDeclar- 
ing that “religious teaching in 
the homes, Sunday Schools and 
churches, by the good mothers, 
fathers and ministers of Ohio, is 
far preferable to compulsory 
beaching of religion by the state” 
Governor Donahey today vetoed 
the Buchanan Bible bill, provid­ 
ing for compulsory Bible reading 
in the public schools. 
Quoting sections of the state and

constitutions, 
guaranteeing 
the people freedom of re I Igloos wor­ 
ship, the governor declared:

One government after another compounded the 
premises. The voice of reason was stilled and the politician 


w ho promised the greatest miracle got the job. Every trick 
of the financial magician has been invoked while the country; 
swerved doser and closer to the verge of bankruptcy. 
The time has come to face the issue. 
It can no longer 
be circumvented. The cerditor is at the door book in hand. 
Taxes must be increased and paid. 
Armaments must be 
reduced. 
Government expenses must be 
cut. 
Coolidge 
economy; or something akin to it must 
supplant 
partisan 
extravagance. 
Hard and bitter though the experience may 
be to those who have suffered far, far too much 
already 
there appears to be no alternative except bankruptcy with it* 
unthinkable potentialities.

E knit goods industry is one of the best distributed in­ 
dustries that we have, no less than 35 States having 
factories devoted to the output. They begin with New' York, 
which counts 886, and range downward to Kentucky, with 
five, and “27 in IO other States.” 
A recent bulletin issued 
by the Census Bureau gives some interesting figures con­ 
cerning the industry, and comparing the 1923 with the 1914 
figures a remarkable growth is indicated: 
In the decade concerned the number of establishments 
grew from 1,622 to 2,323, and the number of wage-earners 
from 150,520 to 194,244. The amount paid out in wages in­ 
creased from $60,000,000 (in round numbers) to $168,000,- 
000; cost of materials from $147,000,000 to $484,000,000 ; and 
the value of products from $259,000,000 to $848,000,000. The 
three-fold increase in the items wages and cost of materials 


is worth noting. 
The items which went to make up the value of products 
for 1923 included $379,000,000 worth of hosiery, $161,000,- 
000 underwear, $197,000,000 fancy 
knit goods 
such 
as 
sweaters, jerseys, bathing suits, 
scarfs, 
shawls, 
gloves, 
mittens, neckties, etc., $68,500,000 knit cloth, and $43,000,000 
minor products. 
W hat would “Sockless 
Jerry 
Simpson 
think of that hosiery item if he were'alive? 
In pre-war days our strongest competitor in the dom­ 
estic market for knit goods was Germany. 
It was reported 
not long ago that Germany is arranging for a drive on the 
American market in the course of the next year, with a view 
to getting back to, or bettering her pre-war status, and to 
that end agencie; have been located in a number of the com­ 
mercially strategic centers of this country. 
There is little 
likelihood of any increase in the tariff rates on knit goods, 
certainly not by way of tariff revision, and hardly by way of 
the application of the flexible clause, so that our manurac- 
turers may have their hands full in meeting this German 


competition. 
It will be helpful to them if all of us follow^ 
the example set by President Coolidge and 
wear 
goods 
“Made in America.” The bulk of the food consumed by the

E knit goods industry is one of the best distributed in­ 
dustries that we have, no less than 35 States having 
factories devoted to the output. They begin w ith New' York, 
which counts 886, and range downward to K entucky, with 
five, and “27 in IO other States.” 
A recent bulletin issued 
by the Census Bureau gives some interesting figures con­ 
cerning the industry, and com paring the 1923 with the 1914- 
figures a remarkable grow th is indicated: 
In the cecade concerned the num ber of establishm ents 
grew from 1,622 to 2,323, and the num ber of w age-earners 
from 150,520 to 194,244. 
The am ount paid out in wages in­ 
creased from 860,000,000 (in round num bers) to $168,000,- 
000; cost of m aterials from $147,000,000 to $484,000,000; and 
the value of products from $259,000,000 to $848,000,000. The 
three-fold increase in the items wages and cost of m aterials 
is w orth noting. 
T he items which w ent to make up the value of products 
for 1923 included $379,000,000 w orth of hosiery, $161,000,- 
000 underwear, $197,000,000 fancy 
knit goods 
such 
as 
sw eaters, jerseys, bathing suits, 
scarfs, 
shawls, 
gloves, 
m ittens, neckties, etc., $68,500,000 knit cloth, and $43,000,000 
m inor products. 
W h at would “Sockiess

In pre-war d a y - our strongest com petitor in the dom ­ 
estic m arket for knit goods was Germany. 
It was reported 
not long ago that Germ any is arranging for a drive on the 
Am erican market in the course of the next year, w ith a view 
to getting back to, or bettering her pre-w ar status, and to 
that end agencie: have been located in a num ber of the com­ 
mercially strategic centers of this country. 
T here is little 
likelihood of any increase in the tariff rates on knit goods, 
certainly not by way of tariff revision, and hardly by way of 
the application of the flexible clause, so th at our m anufac­ 
turers may ha e their hands full in m eeting this German 


competition. 
It will be helpful to them if all of us follow^
